Joseph Tillman died at his home in Tif- 
ton Tuesday morning «at 3 o'clock, after 
an .iliness of seven weeks, in the 76th 
year of his age. He was laid to rest in 
Tifton cemetery Tuesday a fternoon at 4 
o'clock, the funeral. services 
ducted at the cemetery by 
Miller, assisted by Rev. P. 
Elder H. M. Morrison. 
from @& personal acquaintance of many 
years, paying a feeling tribute to the 
high character and public services of the 
deceased. 

Judge Tillman was one of the pioneers 
in the development of south Georgia.
